My  stay  last  summer  in  Wuppertal,  Germany, 
as  an  Americans  Abroad  exchange  student  was 
the  most  memorable  and  educational  experience 
of  my  life.  In  the  short  space  of  two  and  one-half 
months  I  learned  more  about  the  German  way 
of  life  than  I  ever  could  have  learned  in  a  class- 
room. I  studied  the  German  language  and  cus- 
toms. I  was  also  fortunate  to  have  been  able  to 
attend  school  in  Germany. 

In  general,  I  would  say  that  the  American 
Field  Service  is  the  most  worthwhile  organization 
in  existence  today  for  high  school  students.  Per- 
haps one  of  the  greatest  problems  facing  man- 
kind is  the  lack  of  understanding  between  na- 
tions. I  was  amazed  at  how  little  Germans  know 
about  America  and  how  little  we  actually  know 
about  Germany.  The  A.F.S.,  by  sending  goodwill 
ambassadors  to  foreign  countries,  helps  to  in- 
crease understanding  and  to  establish  better  rela- 
tions between  nations.  I  definitely  feel  that  the 
A.F.S.  is  an  important  step  towards  world  peace.

I  came  to  a  family,  where  everything 
was  open  to  be  my  home  the  very  first  night,  and 
I  attended  Framingham  South,  the  place  where  I 
made  so  many  friends,  and  where  I  found  every  day 
a  new  experience.  So  I  must  say,  that  my  fears  were 
groundless,  for  with  such  a  home  and  such  a  school, 
I  had  an  advantage  for  an  experience-filled  year. 

The  American  school  system  is  entirely  different 
from  the  Danish  one.  After  the  first  weeks  where  I 
was  a  little  confused,  I  started  to  like  it,  and  today 
I  will  miss  it.  What  I  will  miss  most  of  Framingham 
South,  I  am  sure,  is  the  wonderful  school  spirit.  It  is 
something  unknown  in  Denmark,  and  I  am  also  sure 
that  next  year  my  Thanksgiving  turkey  will  taste 
much  better  when  I  get  the  letter  telling  that  we 
beat  Natick! 

Now  I  have  the  chance  to  thank  you  all  for  the 
way  you  treated  me  from  the  very  first  day.  You 
could  have  paid  no  attention  to  me,  but  you  didn't. 
It  is  something  I  will  never  forget. 

I  will  soon  leave  home  for  home,  but  I  will  leave 
with  the  feeling  that  Framingham,  Framingham  South, 
and  the  American  people  are  something  special,  and 
that  the  idea 

"Walk  together,  talk  together 
O  ye  peoples  of  the  earth; 

Then  and  only  then,  shall  ye  have  peace" 
is  very  true.
